Demands For Farmers. 

The Social Democratic Party of 
America does not hope for the 
establishment of social order 
through the increase of misery, 
but on the contrary expects its com¬ 
ing through the determined, united 
efforts of the workers of both city 
and country to gain and use the 
political power to that end. In 
view of this we adopt the follow¬ 
ing platform for the purpose of 
uniting the workers in the country 
with tliose in the city : 

1. No more iiiihlic land to be 
sold, but to be utilized by the Un¬ 
ited States or the state directly for 
the public benefit, or leased to 
farmers in small parcels of not over 
(540 acres, the state to make strict 
regulations as to improvement and 
ci'ltivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct con¬ 
trol of the nation. 

2. Coiustriiction of grain eleva¬ 
tors, magazircs and cold storage 
buildings by the nation, to be used 
by the farmers at cost. 

3. The Jiostal, railroad, tele- 
grajih and tclejihone services to be 
united, that every jiostand railroad 
station shall also be a telegraph 
and telejihone center. Telejihone 
service for farmers, as for residents 
of cities, to he at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transjiortation of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts on all railroads. 

5. Public credit to be at the dis- 
po.sal of counties and towns for the 
imjiroveiiient of roads and soil and 
for irrigation and drainage. 

S. 0. P. and Trades Unionism, 

“Whereas, We hold the trade 
union ■ movement lo he iiidisjiens- 
able to the working people under 
the prevailing industrial system 
in their struggle for the improve¬ 
ment of their conditions, as well as 
for the final abolition of the wage 
sy.stem ; we further recognize the 
urgent need of thorough organiza*- 
lion among the workers; therefore 
be it 

“Resolved, That we commend an 
honest co-ojieration lo that end by 
the iiiciiibers of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic Party of America, by be- 
coiiiiiig ineiiihcrs of the unions in 
their resjiective trade.*i or callings, 
or of tlie Federal Labor Unions, 
and strive to organize all such 
trades as have iicrctol'ore not been 
organized and assist the organiza¬ 
tion of labor in every way jiossihle; 

“Resolved, That in order to more 
effectively resist the encroachments 
ujion labor we advise organized 
labor to combine into national and 
interiiatioiial unions, jdedgiiig our¬ 
selves to extend to them all possible 
assistance to accoiiijilish this end. 

“Resolved, That we reaffirm the 
truth expresse;! in the jiroceedinga 
ot the rnternalioiial Labor Con¬ 
gress, held in London in .August, 
IKttO, that while it is absolutely 
neceH.>;ary for the working jieojile 
to make use of the political power 
in .order to secure ami eiitorcc the 
demands of labor, yet differences 
of political views held by niemhers 
of tl-.e !aho>- organizations should 
not he a rea.soii for sejiarate organ¬ 
ization in the econumie struggle 
eausing dissensions and disruji- 
tions. 

“Resolved, That we consider 
strikes and hoyeotts as historically 
necessary wcajioiis to obtain the 
demands of trades unionism ; we 
further recqgnize in the union label 
an iiiijiortant factor in strengthen¬ 
ing the jiower of organization, and 
educating the jmhlic to demonstrate 
in a jiractical way its syiiipithy 
and assistance to the cause of labor; 
and we therefore indorse all the 
labels of the Ixma fide trades unions, 
earnestly recoinniending to the 
membersliij) of the Social Dem¬ 
ocratic Party of .America to patron¬ 
ize only such concerns selling 
products bearing the same. 

“Resolved, That we condemn the 
attempt to disrupt the labor move¬ 
ment by organizing rival unions ta 
the bona fide trades unions. 

“Resolved, That we encourage 
the movement of organized labor 
for tlie establishment of a legal 
eight-hour workday and the Satur¬ 
day half holiday. 

“Resolved, That we condemn 
the modem white slavery of the 
awaating system.”

tvDMi tlie receipt by the person 
wliose recall is desired of the copy 
of tlie petition reijuired to be der 
livered to him. 

The petitioners shall be served 
forthwith by registered leiter from 
the officer or committee holding 
the petition with a copy of said 
answer, and such petitioners shall 
have the right to file, with such 
officer or committee, a replication to 
such answer within ten (10) days 
after receipt of such copy. 

Thereupon the said officer or 
committee holding said petition 
shall mail a complete copy ol ttie 
proceeiJings to the |>erroi.i whose 
recall is sought, and live ( 5 days 
thereafter said officer or coiiimittee ; 
shall mail to each member of the 
Nation il Coui.eil a eompkte copy 
of all the proceedings and shall 
demiind a vote of each member of 
the Nalionul Council tlieroii.

ber of the Council or Executive 
Hoard the petitioner may desig¬ 
nate; the petitioner shall be en¬ 
titled to representation at the count 
of ballots, and the polls shall close 
2(1 days alter the date of the pub¬ 
lication of the referendum.
